ANDREAS  HOFER  (Cactus),  Germany  Tubers,  $2.00 

A  very  lovely  dahlia  of  medium  size,  opening'  delicate 
cream  which  shades  to  a  lovely  clear  pink  as  rhe  flower 
developes,  with  center  remaining  creamy  yellow.  Especially 
effective  for  basket  decorations. 

BERENGARIA  (Decorative) ,  Stredwick  Sold  out. 

We  are  entirely  sold  out  on  this  fine  variety,  orders  taken 
at  the  New  York  show  having  exhausted  our  entire  surplus. 
We  hope  to  have  a  sufficient  stock  available  next  season. 

GONDOR  (Decorative),  Germany  Tubers,  $4.00 

Very  attractive  medium  sized  flower,  perfectly  formed  with 
petals  curling  to  a  point.  Color,  dark  blackish  red,  of  a 
velvety  texture  unusual  among  Dahlias. 

COURONNE  D'OR  (Decorative),  Holland  Tubers,  $2.50

We  are  happy  to  offer  in  this  variety  the  largest  and  one 
of  the  finest  varieties  ever  imported.  The  flowers  in  size 
are  about  the  equal  of  Elite  Glory,  but  the  color  is  a 
deeper,  richer  blood-red,  and  the  form,  as  shown  in  the 
accompanying  illustration,  is  always  perfect.  Although  we 
have  had  one  or  two  plants  broken  off  at  the  base  by  wind 
storms,  there  has  never  been  a  single  flower  whose  stem 
failed  to  hold  it  stiffly  erect  at  all  times. 


MRS.  ALFRED  HUGHES  (Cactus),  Stredwick  Tubers,  $2.00 
A  pure  white  cactus  dahlia  which  we  consider  an  improve¬ 
ment  on  the  older  and  very  popular  variety,  Silverhill  Park, 
from  the  same  originator. 

NAGELS  ROEM  (Cactus),  Nagels  Tubers,  $4.00 

Although  this  was  generally  acclaimed  as  the  most  beautiful 
Dahlia  ever  imported,  we  were  totally  unable  to  supply  the 
demand  last  year,  our  stock  being  very  small,  and  having- 
kept  poorly.  We  secured  a  large  additional  stock  this  year, 
and  hope  to  be  able  to  fill  all  orders.  While  on  the  bush, 
it  is  a  lovely  shade  of  shrimp  pink,  delicately  overlaid  on 
a  yellow  ground.  It  reaches  its  greatest  perfection,  how¬ 
ever,  several  hours  after  cutting,  the  flowers  expanding  in 
water,  and  the  color  changing;  the  pink  becomes  much 
deeper  toward  the  tips  of  the  petals,  leaving  the  center  a 
beautiful  clear  yellow.

True  type  of  English  cactus,  -with  large  flowers  of  clear 
light  yellow.

Beautifully  formed  medium-sized  flowers  of  old  rose,  shaded 
salmon,  produced  freely  on  low  grow'ing  stocky  bushes.

Very  fine  free-blooming  variety  of  a  rich  deep  rose  color, 
with  the  reverse  of  petals  showing  blush  pink.  Large  flow'ers 
of  great  depth  carried  well  on  good  stems. 

DORIS  TRAYLER  (Decorative),  Stredwick  Tubers,  $2.00 

A  very  beautiful  flower,  the  petals,  both  broad  and  long, 
curling  back  until  they  almost  form  a  complete  ball.  Size 
good,  and  color  one  of  the  darkest  reds  grown,  described  as  a 
deep  blackish  maroon.  Stems  and  foilage  are  all  that  could 
be  desired. 

EARLE  WILLIAMS  (Decorative) ,  Doolittle  Tubers,  $1.00 

We  have  found  this  variety  practically  identical  with  Nobilis, 
and  therefore  do  not  list  them  separately.  Stock  of  both 
has  shown  flowers  varying  from  nearly  all  w'hite  through 
the  usual  red  and  w'hite  variegations  to  show  some  blossoms 
entirely  red.  Bush  vigorous,  and  entirely  satisfactory. 

EASTERN  STAR  (Decorative) ,  Dahliadel  Tubers,  $3.00 

A  remarkably  fine  vigorous  variety  with  the  large  perfect 
flowers  of  deep  golden  yellow  contrasting  with  the  healthy 
dark  green  foilage  to  produce  a  plant  of  remakable  beauty. 


EDNA  FERBER  ( Hybrid  Cacuts),  F.  &  M.  Tubers,  $7.50 

Another  novelty  we  cannot  praise  too  highly.  Color  may 
be  described  as  a  clear  shade  of  salmon -orange;  flowers 
were  large,  beautifully  formed,  and  borne  in  profussion  dur¬ 
ing  entire  season.  One  of  the  best. 

ELDORADO  (Decorative) ,  Boston  Tubers,  $2.00 

One  of  the  largest  deep  golden  yellow  dahlias,  of  perfect 
decorative  type,  set  facing  on  stiff  stems,  raising  well  above 
a  low  spreading  bush.  A  flower  that  must  be  seen  to  be 
fully  appreciated.  Fine  for  exhibition,  garden  or  cutting. 
ELITE  GLORY  ( Decorative ),  Kennedy  Tubers,  $5.00 

In  describing  this  dahlia,  comparisons  are  impossible.  We 
can  only  say  that  this  is  the  forerunner  of  an  entirely  new 
race  of  dahlias.  The  perfectly  formed  flowers  of  a  bright 
blood-red,  have  been  grown  to  a  diameter  of  over  sixteen 
inches.  The  entire  bush  is  as  sturdy  as  an  oak  tree.  The 
branches  may  break,  but  never  bend. 

ELKRIDGE  ( Hybrid  Cactus )  Tubers,  $5.00 

Beautiful  pure  white  flower  of  well-formed  waxy  petals,  of 
good  size  and  held  erect  on  first-class  stems. 

ELLINOR  VANDERVEER  (Decorative) ,  Seal  Tubers,  $3.00 
Without  doubt,  this  is  the  finest  variety  introduced  in  1925. 
Similar  in  type  to  I.  der  ver  Warner,  this  new  variety  is 
even  larger,  and  a  beautiful  shade  of  true  light  pink.  Clean 
vigorous  plants  of  erect  habit,  holding  flowers  high  on  per¬ 
fect  stems.  A  sensation  wherever  grown. 

EMIL  PANUSKI  (Show)  Tubers,  $  .50 

This  variety,  now  offered  to  the  public  for  the  first  time, 
resembles  in  color  the  old  decorative  “Le  Grand  Manitou,” 
being  striped  maroon  on  light  lavender  ground  occasionally 
sporting  to  a  solid  maroon  flower.  The  form,  however,  is  a 
perfect  show  of  the  largest  size  growing  on  vigorous  bushes 
which  carry  the  blooms  on  stiff  stems  well  above  the  foilage.

Pure,  light  yellow  cactus  of  good  form  and  size,  with  flat 
petals,  slightly  incurved.

A  most  unusual  dahlia,  which  we  hesitate  to  classify. 
Although  it  is  not  a  true  decorative,  it  is  surely  not  any 
other  ordinary  type,  hence  we  are  forced  to  compromise  by 
calling  it  hybrid.  We  agree  with  the  originator’s  descrip¬ 
tion  as  follows:  clear  golden  yellow,  without  trace  of  any 
other  color.  The  huge  flowers,  9  to  10  inches  across,  are  of 
the  most  artistic  and  refined  form  imaginable,  with  high 
centers  and  long  wavy  recurving  petals.  Blooms  are  erect 
on  long  wiry  stems,  far  above  the  foilage. 


GOLDEN  FLEECE  (Decorative) ,  Seal  Tubers,  $6.00 

One  of  the  finest  and  scarcest  of  1926  introductions.  Des¬ 
cribed  by  the  introducer  as:  a  magnificent  blossom  of  a  rich 
creamy  golden  yellow  with  a  satiny  sheen,  frequently  tipped 
with  white,  showing  a  suggestion  of  pink  in  the  veining  on 
the  reverse  side  of  the  petals.  One  of  the  fullest  and  heav¬ 
iest  of  blooms,  of  an  unusually  beautiful  formation.  The 
stem  is  extremely  long  and  strong  holding  the  flower  high 
above  a  medium  tall  bush. 

GOLDEN  QUEEN  ( Hybrid  Cactus),  Stredwick  Tubers,  $2.00 
Beautifully  formed  flowers  of  pure  golden  yellow,  carried 
facing,  but  stiffly  erect  on  long,  wiry  stems."  Early  blooms 
are  large — from  7  to  8  inches  across,  but  are  produced  so 
freely  as  to  require  severe  disbudding.  If  properly  dis¬ 
budded,  the  blooms  continue  large  to  the  end  of  the  season. 

GRIZZLY,  THE  (Decorative) ,  Burns  Tubers,  $1.00 

One  of  the  deepest  maroon  reds  grown,  appearing  almost 
black.  Extra  large  flowers  with  loose  reflexed  petals  carried 
erect  on  long  stems. 

HARRY  SHELDON,  JR.  (Decorative) ,  Murphy  Tubers,  $2.50 
The  largest  and  finest  pink  and  white  dahlia  ever  offered. 
Has  been  claimed  to  grow  12  inches  across.  Although  a 
wonderful  flower,  it  is  a  bit  too  heavy  for  its  stem. 

HORTULANUS  FIET  (Decorative) ,  Hornsveld  Tubers,  $  .75 
Generally  considered  the  standard  of  comparison  for  per¬ 
fection  of  form  in  the  decorative  class.  Extra  large  flowers 
of  a  delicate  shade  of  shrimp  pink  carried  erect  on  stiff 
stems  set  well  above  a  low  spreading  bush. 

JERSEY’S  BEACON  (Decorative) ,  Waite  Tubers,  $3.00 

Very  large  loose-petaled  flower  of  Chinese  scarlet  with  a 
pale  reverse  giving  an  unusual  two-tone  effect.  Very  pop¬ 
ular. 

JERSEY’S  BEAUTY  (Decorative),  Waite  Tubers,  $1.50 

Recognized  by  all  as  the  finest  large  pink  dahlia  in  exis¬ 
tence.  The  flowers  are  not  only  gorgeous  in  color,  but  per¬ 
fect  in  form,  and  borne  on  long  stiff  straight  stems.  A 
profuse  bloomer  and  a  splendid  keeper  when  cut. 

JERSEY’S  ROSE  (Decorative) ,  Waite  Tubers,  $1.00 

Fine  free-blooming  variety,  with  large,  heavy  flowers  on 
good  stiff  stems.  Color,  deep  cerise. 

JOY  (Decorative) ,  Boston  Tubers,  $7.50 

One  of  Bessie  Boston’s  newest  favorites.  Type  and  habit 
similar  to  Shudow’s  Lavender,  but  color  is  deeper  and  spread 
evenly  over  entire  flower.  Blooms  carried  directly  on  top 
of  good  stems. 

KARMA  (Decorative) ,  Spencer  Tubers,  $2.50 

A  delightful  color  described  as  a  delicate  ethereal  pink.  The 
broad  spreading  bushes  produce  many  good  sized  blooms 
carried  gracefully  on  strong  wiry  stems. 

KING  TUT  (Decorative),  Seal  Tubers,  $3.50 

Another  fine  new  dahlia.  Color  described  as  rich  dark 
velvety  glowing  crimson  burgundy.  The  large,  well  formed 
flowers  are  carried  gracefully,  yet  stiffly  erect,  on  extra 
long  stems. 

LESLIE  HANCOCK  (Decorative),  Stredwick  Tubers,  $2.00 

The  really  huge  flowers,  7  to  8  inches  across,  and  of  great 
depth,  are  loosely  curled,  giving  an  informal  effect  without 
coarseness.  The  stems  are  hard  and  upright  and  carry 
the  blooms  perfectly  rigid.  Color,  deep  glowing  crimson. 
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LUCKY  STRIKE  (Hybrid  Cactus),  Pelicano  Tubers,  $4.00 

Large  pure  white  flowers  are  held  up  well  on  long  stiff 
stems,  and  produced  freely.  Bush  is  tall,  and  spreading 
branches  lean  far  in  all  directions. 

LYNDORA  (Decorative)  Tubers.  $5.00 

Nicely  formed  flowers  of  light  yellow  with  a  suffusion  of 
Amaranth  pink  on  the  reverse  of  petals,  freely  produced 
on  robust  bushes. 

MAID  MARIAN  (Hybrid  Cactus),  Mastick  Tubers,  $7.50 

A  large  flower  of  a  lovely  shade  of  clear  rose  pink,  fading 
to  white  at  base  of  petals.  Petals  curled  and  twisted  in  a 
most  unusual  and  attractive  manner.  Plants  and  foliage 
vigorous,  with  good  stems  holding  up  the  flowers  gracefully. 

MAMMOTH  (Cactus),  Stredwick  Tubers,  $1.50 

The  largest  English  cactus  we  have  seen.  Well  named,  for 
it  truly  is  a  mammoth,  comparing  well  in  size  with  the 
giant  decoratives.  Stems  good,  form  perfect,  color,  deep 
purplish  crimson,  with  the  tips  showing  a  lighter  reflex. 

MANDALAY  (Hybrid  Cactus),  Jost  Tubers  $  .75 

Extremely  free-flowing  variety,  producing  an  abundance  of 
“butterfly  like  flowers  of  tawny  gold,  shading  to  amber 
at  the  center  with  bronze  reflex.”  This  flower  reminds  us 
irresistibly  of  the  blazing  sun  on  the  Japanese  Imperial  flag. 

MARIPOSA  (Hybrid  Cactus),  Boston  Tubers,  $1.00 

One  of  the  most  beautiful  dahlias  of  recent  introduction. 
A  beautifully  formed  flower  of  long  petals  so  twisted  and 
cuvled  as  to  baffle  a  photographer.  Color  varies  in  differenl 
localities  from  a  clear  light  pink  to  pinkish  lavender.  Re¬ 
markably  free  bloomer,  carrying  perfectly  double  flowers  on 
stiff  three-foot  stems  right  up  to  the  end  of  the  season. 

MARMION  (Decorative) ,  Mastick  Tubers,  $7.50 

We  had  heard  many  fine  reports  of  this  variety,  but  when 
we  saw  it  growing,  it  surpassed  all  that  had  been  said  aboul 
it.  Flowers  of  great  size,  carried  on  long,  cane-like  stems. 
Color,  rich  golden  yellow  with  deeper  bronze  shadings  to¬ 
ward  the  tips  and  on  the  opening  center  petals.  Formation 
is  of  the  finest,  and  flowers  keep  well,  either  on  the  bush 
or  in  water. 

MENNY  CARLEE  (Decorative),  Holland  Tubers,  $1.00 

Pure  white  decorative  of  good  form,  carried  on  good  stems. 
Medium  size,  good  for  cutting. 

MEVROUW  DIX  (Decorative),  Kroon  Tubers,  $1.00 

One  of  the  finest  cut  flowers  in  our  entire  list.  Best  des¬ 
cribed  as  resembling  Jersey  Beauty  in  fo^m  and  stiffly 
erect  habit.  Size  is  slightly  smaller,  and  color  shades  to  a 
decided  salmon-pink.  Good  bloomer  and  good  keeper.  A 
real  gem. 

MR.  CROWLEY  ( Decorative ),  Broomall  Tubers.  $1.00 

Beautifully  formed  flower  of  a  deep  rich  shade  of  clear 
salmon,  with  a  pure  yellow  center.  The  crown  bud  sets 
deep  among  the  foilage.  on  short  stems,  but  the  lateral  buds 
produce  good  stems,  always  stiffly  erect. 

MR.  H.  C  DRESSELHUYS  (Decorative)  Tubers,  $  .50 

This  variety  is  one  of  the  best  recent  Holland  introductions, 
which  will  certainly  displace  the  old  favorite  “Delice.”  being 
a  slightly  richer  shade  of  clear  pink,  larger,  better  bloomer, 
and  carried  on  better  stems.

Keep  well 
when  cut.

One  of  the  most  perfectly  formed  dahlias  we  have  ever 
been  privileged  to  see.  Good  size,  good  stems,  on  clean 
vigorous  plants.  Most  unusual  color,  generally  described  as 
mulberry,  fading  in  cooler  weather  to  show  peculiar  bluish 
tints. 

MRS.  I.  DE  VER  WARNER  (Decorative) ,  Marcan  Tubers,  $  .75 
Color,  deep  mauve  pink,  or  rosy  lavender.  Large  perfect 
flowers  borne  freely  on  stout  stems.  One  of  the  best  of 
the  famous  “Marean’’  dahlias. 

MRS.  MUSANTE  (Decorative) ,  Pelicano  Tubers,  $3.50 

A  large  loose  petaled  flower  which  opens  to  a  perfect  ball- 
shape,  similar  to  the  giant  Chrysanthemums.  Color,  clear 
rosy  mauve,  good  keeper  and  fine  for  exhibition. 

MORDELLA  (Decorative)  Tubers,  $2.50 

One  of  the  outstanding  recent  New  Jersey  offerings,  being 
a  perfect  9 -inch  flower  held  well  above  the  foliage  on  long 
graceful  stems.  Vigorous,  profuse  bloomer.  Color,  remark¬ 
ably  glowing  shade  of  clear  apricot-buff. 

NATURE'S  MASTERPIECE  (Decorative) ,  White  Tubers,  $8.00 
The  color  of  this  new  Oregon  creation  is  difficult  to  describe. 
It  reminds  us  somewhat  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Martin,  being 
similarly  shaded  in  the  brownish  red  tints  sometimes  called 
plum,  or  mulberry,  but  showing  only  the  reds  and  browns, 
and  none  of  the  bluish  tints  sometimes  appearing  in  the 
older  variety.  Strong,  vigorous  habit,  carrying  the  large 
well  formed  flowers  stiffly  erect  and  well  above  the  foliage. 

OLIVE  REED  (Decorative),  Seal  Tubers,  $6.00 

A  truly  massive  Dahlia,  of  a  clear  pure  shade  of  yellow,  so 
fully  double  that  the  petals  are  crowded  backward  to  meet 
at  the  stem,  forming  a  golden  ball,  carried  stiffly  erect  on 
strong  rigid  stems. 

PAPILLON  (Hybrid  Cactus),  Boston  Tubers,  $1.00 

One  of  the  big  new  ones  which  has  been  grown  successfully 
everywhere  and  has  been  in  many  prize-winning  collections. 
Color,  a  beautiful  deep  shade  of  old  rose  with  golden  lights. 
An  incessant  bloomer  carried  gracefully  erect  on  long 
strong  branches. 

PHYLLIS  TUCKER  (Hybrid  Cactus),  Boston  Tubers,  $7.50 

Another  of  Bessie  Boston's  “Real  Pinks."  Although  the 
color  is  very  delicate  and  fades  almost  to  white  at  the 
center,  there  is  ho  hint  of  blue  or  yellow, — truly  real  pink. 
The  remarkable  feature  of  this  new  variety  that  appealed 
to  us  was  its  exceptionally  fine  stems.  Although  having  no 
suggestion  of  heaviness,  the  long  slender  graceful  stems  are 
as  stiffly  upright  as  bamboo  canes,  which  assures  this 
variety  a  long  and  useful  life. 


PIERROT  (Cactus),  Stredwick  Tubers,  $  .75 

Graceful  flower  of  long  tubular  incurved  petals  of  a  deep 
amber  color,  usually  showing-  white  tips. 

PRIMULA  REX  (Decorative),  Broomall  Tubers,  $7.50 

This  is  one  of  the  few  Dahlias  that  Ve  are  glad  to  describe 
in  the  exact  words  of  the  originator,  for  it  is  all  that  he 
claims,  and  more.  It  is  very  light  cream  or  primrose  color — 
one  of  the  BEST  DECORATIVE  DAHLIAS  IN  EXISTENCE. 
The  flowers  are  immense  with  every  good  quality,  far  ahead 
of  anything  in  its  class  and  color. 

RAYONANTHE  (Decorative)  Tubers,  $1.00 

A  first-class  flower  of  clear  butter-yellow.  One  of  the  first 
to  bloom,  and  blooming  until  frost.  Good  size,  5  to  6  inches, 
good  stems,  and  good  keeper  when  cut.  Very  satisfactory. 

ROLLO  BOY  (Hybrid  Cactus),  Pelicano  Tubers,  $2.50 

A  most  graceful  and  artistic  flower  of  golden  yellow  with 
amber  shadings.  Good  sized  flower,  carried  well  on  strong 
but  graceful  stems. 

ROSA  NELL  (Decorative) ,  Broomall  Tubers,  $  .75 

Claimed  by  the  introducer  to  be  the  greatest  of  all  decorative 
dahlias.  Color,  clear  bright  rose,  flowers  are  large  and 
well  formed.  Stem  is  excellent  and  blooms  most  freely. 

SAGAMORE  (Decorative) ,  Badetty  Tubers,  $2.00 

A  first-class  vigorous  bush,  producing  quantities  of  huge 
perfectly  formed  deep  golden  yellow  blooms.  Stems  and 
keeping  qualities  combine  to  make  this  one  of  the  best  cut- 
flower  varieties  now  grown. 

SANHICAN  GEM  (Decorative) ,  Fisher  &  Masson  Tubers,  $2.50 
One  of  the  best  varieties  ever  introduced  by  F  &  M.  The 
color  is  a  beautiful  clear  shade,  but  hard  to  describe.  It 
can  best  be  imagined  as  a  pinkish  amber  or  a  yellowish 
salmon.

Another  fine  dahlia  from  the  same  grower.  Color,  a  deep 
shade  of  “Pigeon’s  Blood,”  the  large  full  flowers  are  held 
absolutely  rigid  on  perfect  stems. 

SANTA  ANNA  (Decorative) ,  Pelicano  Tubers,  $4.00 

Although  this  variety  had  a  late  start  in  our  garden  last 
season,  and  did  not  produce  its  first  flower  until  just  In 
time  for  the  New  York  Show,  we  felt  fully  repaid  for  our 
wait,  as  it  was  one  of  the  most  beautiful  flowers  in  our 
entire  garden.  Color  described  as  salmon-rose  suffused  with 
gold,  but  must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated.

SHEPHERDESS  ( Decorative ),  Stredwick  Tubers,  $1.00 

Another  good  pure  white  of  medium  size.  A  cool  weather 
flower,  produced  good  blooms  late  in  the  season  when  many 
other  varieties  had  stopped. 

SIGNAL  (Cactus),  Stredwick  Tubers  $1.00 

A  brilliant  color,  pure  orange-scarlet  throughout.  The  stiff 
spiked  petals  form  a  perfect  flower  borne  freely  and  carried 
well  on  good  stems. 


SILVERADO  (Cactus),  Seal  Tubers,  $7.50 

A  real  triumph  of  size,  form  and  coloring.  The  tremendous 
flowers  of  a  most  perfect  Hat  petaled  cactus  type,  shade 
gradually  from  white  at  the  tips  of  the  petals  to"  a  distinct 
delicate  silvery  lavender.  Plant,  foilage  and  stems  were  all 
equally  fine.  Everyone  who  saw  this  wanted  it.

One  of  the  largest  dahlias  grown,  held  perfectly  erect  on 
strong  stems.

The  best  of  many  recent  offerings  in  its  color.  Rich  lavender 
pink,  carried  freely  on  good  stems.  A  real  good  show  dahlia. 

SWEET  BRIER  (Cactus)  Tubers,  $  .50 

Delightful  shades  of  clear  pink,  without  shade  or  blemish. 
Fine  form  with  long  petals,  slightly  incurved. 

T.  A.  LEONARD  (Decorative) ,  Boston  Tubers  $1.00 

An  attractive  variety  of  a  deep  carmine  rose.  One  of  the 
most  persistent  bloomers  we  have,  producing  quantities  of 
flowers  from  July  to  November.  The  large  flowers  with 
their  unusual  formation  never  fail  to  win  attention. 

WAPITI  (Hybrid  Cactus),  Boston  Tubers,  $2.50 

This  dahlia  proved  an  agreeable  surprise  to  us.  The  first 
flowers  met  with  accidents,  and  bloomed  very  unpreten¬ 
tiously.  Later  flowers,  however,  fully  made  up  for  the 
earlier  shortcomings,  being  over  8  inches  across,  perfectly 
formed,  and  a  most  delightful  shade  of  glowing  rosy  pink.

WELTFRIEDEN  (Hybrid  Cactus)  Tubers,  $  .75 

One  of  the  newer  European  introductions.  A  white  hybrid 
cactus  of  exquisite  form  and  medium  size  ideal  for  a  white 
cut-flow.er  variety. 

WINFIELD  SLOCOMBE  (Decorative) ,  Slocombe  Tubers,  $1.00 
The  most  beautiful  clear  orange-colored  dahlia  to  date,  con¬ 
stant  bloomer,  aud  one  of  the  few  dahlias  in  which  it  is 
hard  to  pick  any  fault. 

ZEUS  (Decorative) ,  Peacock  Tubers,  $2.50 

This  is  a  really  gorgeous  dahlia,  which  can  best  be  described 
by  comparison  with  the  well-known  Mephistopheles.  Al¬ 
though  similar  in  form,  it  it  a  much  fuller  flower;  although 
tipped  with  yellow,  the  rest  of  the  flower  is  a  pure  deep 
scarlet.  And  finally,  it  affords  a  contrast,  as  it  is  a  vigor¬ 
ous,  quick-growing,  free-blooming  variety,  which  last  was 
never  claimed  for  Mephistopheles,  even  by  its  best  friends.
